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miles on its odometer. The 
fire was next door to the fire 
hall in a garbage can behind 
the St. Albert liquor store. 
This fire was quickly ex- 
tinguished. The next stop 
was the garbage can in Lions 
Park which was also handled 
efficiently. Back at the 
station the hose that was 
used was washed and hung 
up to dry, The truck was 
filled with water and made 
ready for the next run, 
whenever that would be. 
That night, the Gazette was 
on hand to see the workings 
of the St. Albert fire hall. 

When a medical alarm 
comes into the station, the 
paramedic and driver res 
pond, When the paramedic 
leaves the station, another 
paramedic, who is on call, 
comes in to cover. Thus, 
there is always a paramedic 
at the station. In the case of a 
vehicle accident, the tank 
truck and the rescue truck 
both respond. 

The tank truck is equipped 
with a five hundred gallon 
tank, an air tank, axes, hoses 
and other firefighting equip- 
ment, The rescue truck 
carries pullers, ropes, me- 
chanical jaws and other 
necessary rescue equipment. 
The ambulance has a heart 
monitor, suction unit, and 
many other medical supplies. 
The inventory of St. Albert 
ambulance equipment is 
comparable with Calgary, 
Grande Prairie, Medicine 
Hat and High River. 


WALL OF WATER 


One piece of equipment in 
use at the fire hall is the 
exposure nozzle. At hot fires 
it is used to cool the air so the 
firefighters can move in close 
to the centre of the fire. It 
sprays a wall of water 
through which the men stick 
the hoses. The closer range 
allows them to operate to 
much greater effect. 

Brian Thompson demon- 
strated the use of air tanks 
while fighting a fire. The air 
tanks contain enough air to 
last 2S minutes plus a four 
minute safety margin. 

Using himself as a ‘‘pat- 
ient,’’ Dirk Vanden Brink, 
the paramedic on duty, 
demonstrated the heart 
monitor and gave a rundown 


of the equipment and its use. 
When not out at a fire, the 
men use their time practicing 
in order to maintain peak 
efficiency. This involves con- 
stant drills and equipment 
tests. (During the afternoon 
shift, the crew brushes up on 
firefighting theory). 
Preplanning is also ess- 
ential to fire prevention -- 
buildings can be designed 
with better firefighting 
equipment and more effi- 
cient alarms installed. Any 
changes in the roads, such as 
detours, are marked on the 
maps. This can save crucial

minutes in an emergency 
situation, 

Life at the fire hall has a 
relaxed yet, ever ready, 
atmosphere to it. The cook- 
ing is expertly handled by 
each shift. One man buys the 
food and the cost is shared 
amonst the crew. Each man

Visitors to Sir Winston 
Churchill Square in Edmon- 
ton from July 23 to August 12 
might be surprised to see a 
new temporary steel struc- 
ture south of the Library. The 
building is being specially 
erected to house the Comm- 
onwealth Games Crafts Fes- 
tival, and St. Albert res 
dents will be well represen 
ted within, Local resident 
Linda McPhee, assistant 
manager of the Crafts 
Festival has worked on the 
volunteer committee for th 
Festival since December 
and reports that the massive 
chore of assembling crafts 
from across the province has 
been completed, with all 
systems go for the event. 
This will be the biggest crafts 
festival ever held in Alberta, 
with over $200,000 worth of 
craft items to be sold. 

The standards for accep- 
tance into the Festival were 
high, but seven St. Albert 
artisans will be among those 
exhibiting. The craft items 
were required to be of high 
quality and saleable price. 
They had to include a wide 
variety and represent a cross 
section of the various craft 
types. Everything from Uk- 
rainian Easter eggs to soft 
sculpture will be represen- 
ted. 

In addition to her admini- 
strative chores, Linda Mc- 
Phee will be exhibiting her 
soft sculptures.

Politicians attempt to 
“dictate” news 


| am alarmed at the attempts by various levels 
of governments to coerce the newspapers to 
their way of thinking. 

It is historical fact that one of the first ways a 
leader, whether it be a person, a group such as 


Let’s assume, in the begin- 
ning, that (lucky you) you are 
not a columnist and, there- 
fore, have money to invest. 
And let’s analyze a few of 
your options. 

You can invest the money 
in oil exploration and claim 
an immediate income tax de- 
duction. Ottawa encourages 
oil exploration, 

You can invest the money 
in apartment construction 
and claim an immediate in- 
come tax deduction. Ottawa 
encourages apartment con- 
struction. 

Or you can invest the 
money in Canadian movie 
production and claim an im- 
mediate income tax deduc- 
tion, Ottawa encourages pro- 
duction of Canadian movies. 

But, if you invest the mo- 
ney in formation of a new 
business, Ottawa won’t allow 
you to claim an immediate 
income tax deduction, In 
other words, oil exploration, 
apartment construction and 
movie production (????) are 
all considered more impor- 
tant than development of a 
solid Canadian business base. 

Just to refresh our memo- 
ries, independent businesses 
provide jobs, increase GNP, 
improve the balance of pay- 
ments, create more new pro- 
cesses and products and keep 
the country less dependent 
on foreign control. But, un- 
der existing tax laws, inves- 
tors are encouraged to put 
their money into oil, apart- 
ments and movies rather than 
independent business, So it’s 
not surprising that Canada’s 
small business community 
lacks investment capital. 

Before our taxes were “‘re- 
formed” and a capital gains 
tax introduced, entrepreneurs 
could draw on many indivi- 
dual investors for the money 


that was needed to set up all 
kinds of local businesses. But 
capital gains taxes took away 
the incentive for investing in 
independent businesses and 
entrepreneurs found that 
their source of capital had 
dried up. 

The government tried to 
correct the problem by set- 
ting up the Federal Business 
Development Bank, a public 
agency which has the power 
to invest in private compa- 
nies, But bureaucracy is never 
an adequate replacement for 
the free workings of private 
markets. 

In recent months, Ottawa 
has indicated that it realizes 
there are serious problems. 
The feds have decided that, 
if you lose your investment, 
you can now write off half 
of that loss against other in- 
come. It’s better than before 
but it’s still not enough. If 
50% is good, why not 100%? 
If, for example, a local em- 
ployee is trying to recoup his 
losses from a previous small 
business venture that failed, 
why not reduce his taxable 
income by the amount of his 
lost investment? 

Investors are clever people 
— which explains why they 
have the investment capital in 
the first place. Consequently, 
they put their money where 
the return is best. As long as 
Ottawa refuses to treat invest- 
ment in small business as 
generously as investment in 
oil, apartments or movies, 
there will not be enough 
money to meet the needs of 
independent business in this 
country. And a Canada with 
a weak small business sector 
is a weak Canada.

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Loneliness affects all age groups 


St. Albert’s Community 
Services department has 
passed along some com- 
ments on loneliness, based 
on research by Dr. Sermal of 
York University which it was 
thought would be of interest 
to senior citizens and others. 


LONELINESS 


We are inclined to think 
that loneliness is a disease 
that affects mainly aged 
people. ‘Not true’, says Dr. 
Vello Sermal of York Uni- 
versity. He has been re- 
searching the causes of lone- 
liness for the past 12 years. 
He has compiled case his- 
tories of a thousand people of 
all ages, and the results point 
to four major sources that 
dissipate loneliness: 

A romantic love rela- 
tionship; (the most important 
one for those under 25 but 
not exclusively in this age 
group); 

A relationship with family, 
friends and the community; 

The quality of the rela- 
tionship in these four areas is 
equated with the degree of 
loneliness a person may 
suffer. 

Some of the doctor’s fin- 
dings: 

Cause of loneliness is often 


not because people are living 
alone. Eight out of 10 people 
recalled that their most 
intense periods of loneliness 
occurred when they were 
with other people. 

Many older people feel 
emotionally isolated and 
miss the past. 

Teen-agers are especially 
prone to loneliness. Their's 
is an emotional no-man’s 
land - misunderstood by 
parents and having, often, 
difficulty establishing rela- 
tions with their peers. 

The extent of loneliness is 
a world-wide phenomenon. 
An ad recently appeared in a 
local newspaper in Vienna, 
inserted by a 60 year old 
woman .., 

“If you have no one who 
will listen to your problems 
and troubles, make an app- 
ointment with an older, sym- 
pathetic woman willing to 
help you carry your burden. 
Reasonable Fee.” 

The response was over- 
whelming.

in English tests 


Results of the 1978 Ach- 
ievement Test in High School 
English have been released 
to English 30 and English 33 
students and are now avail- 
able to schools to allow 
teachers, according to local 
policy, to include the results 
as part of the student’s mark. 

The test consisted of a 
three-part reading test which 
concentrated on vocabulary, 
comprehension of ideas and 
appreciation of style, and a 
test of writing which con- 
centrated on thought and 
expression. Only one part of 
the reading test was common 
to both student groups. 

The average score for the 
nearly 9,000 English 30 
students on the reading test 
was 58%. Approximately 
33% achieved a standing of 
‘*B’’ or higher, 39% ach- 


ieved a ‘‘C’’, 19% achieved a 
“D" and 9% achieved less 
than 40%. On the portion 
common to English 30 and 33 
students, the English 30 
students achieved an aver- 
age of 63.4%. The average 
score on the part written only 
by English 30 students was 
50.1%. 

The average score on the 
reading test for the app- 
roximately 3,800 English 33 
students was 47.5%. App- 
roximately 11% achieved a 
grade of ‘‘B’’ or higher, 29% 
achieved a ‘‘C’’, 29% ach- 
ieved a ‘‘D’’, and 31% 
scored below 40%. On the 
portion common to both 
student groups, English 33 
students achieved an aver- 
age of 47.53%. On the part 
written only by English 33 
students, an average of 


45.53% was achieved. 

On the test of written 
expression, 34% of the 
English 30 students achieved 
a ‘B’’ or higher, 60% 
achieved a ‘‘C’’, and 6% 
achieved scores at a lower 
level. On the same test, 5% 
of the English 33 students 
achieved a ‘‘B"’ or higher, 
63% achieved a ‘‘C’’ stand- 
ing and 32% scored at a 
lower level. 

The test of writing was 
graded by classroom teach- 
ers of English, heads of high 
school English departments 
and supervisors of high 
school English, as well as 
two representatives from two 
of Alberta’s universities.

U of Astates financial case to government 


The University of Alberta 
has stated its financial case 
to the provincial govern- 
ment. 

The university earlier re- 
quested a 15.3 percent in- 
crease in its yearly operating 
gtant from the province and 
the government responded 
with an 8.25 percent in- 
crease, an amount which 
resulted in a $6.2 million 
shortfall for the university. 

In response to the uni- 
versity’s overall concern, 
Premier Peter Lougheed and 
Dr. A. E. Hohol, minister of 
Alberta advanced education 


and manpower, invited sta- 
tements detailing specific 
financial problems. 

Statements by the council 
of department chairmen, the 
librarian, and the deans of 
the Faculties of Agriculture 
and Forestry, Arts, and 
Graduate Studies and Re- 
search were recently for- 
warded to the government 
for consideration. 

Each statement expressed 
uneasiness with the uni- 
versity’s 1978-79 financial 
situation. 


In its submission, the 


council of department chair-

men stated that a number of 
departments would be un- 
able to combat excessive 
class sizes in the coming 
academic year. 

The loss of the availability 
of graduate teaching assi- 
stantship was also mentioned 
in the submission. 

Bruce Peel, librarian to the 
university, said that at least 
90 percent of the material 
acquired by the library 
comes from outside Canada 
and is subject to inflationary 
conditions and the decline of 
the Canadian dollar on the 
world market.

...For everyone 
about equalizers 


with Simon 

An equalizer is a device 
consisting of reactive ele- 
ments which may be connec- 
ted into an electrical circuit 
for the purpose of altering 
the frequency characteristics 
of that circuit. Outside of 
amplifiers themselves, there 
is nothing more common in 
audio. No record or tape in 


any form could be made or 
played without equalization. 

In general, there are many 
types of equalizers, and 
there are many uses to which 
they are put, but we will 
concern ourselves with ‘‘var- 
iable’’ equalizers which 
could be utilized for shaping 
the frequency response of 
our amps, pre-amps, mixers, 


and so on. 

The ‘‘graphic’’ equalizer is 
used to tune the overall 
listening response of a 
monitor system in a room. Of 
course, the bass, mid and 
treble controls on your amps 
are equalizers as well, but 
most recording studios favor 
the use of the ‘‘parametric’’ 
equalizer. 

Basically, equalizers con- 
cern themselves with two or 
three major ‘‘parameters’’ 
(a) frequency (which part of 
the audio spectrum will be 
directly affected), (2) ampli- 

\tude (how loud the affected 
portion will be in relation to 
the others), and most im- 
portant of all, (3) bandwidth, 
which shows how much of 
the nearby spectrum is 
affected. 

The sharpness of an 
equalizer curve is usually 
specified by ‘‘Q’’, and for 
those who care: Q equals fc 
over BW where fe is the 
centre frequency and BW is 
the band width in Hz. Hi 
**Q’’ curves have various 
bandwidth and will be 
expressed as fractions of an 
octave. We are all aware that 


a musical octave is equal to 
doubling or halving of fre- 
quency. 

For the more practical 
user, who does not want to 
engage in audio mombo- 
jumbo, here are a few things 
| you could do with an equal- 
| izer. 

(a) Bring out a particular 
instrument in a band, like the 
crash of a cymbal or the 
meaty tones of a snare drum. 

(b) Tune out unwanted 
frequencies, like muddy bass 
guitar or rumbling bass rum. 

(c) Add more ‘‘presence”’ 
to a recorded piece, espe- 
cially in the mid-range area 
where the human ear is more 
sensitive. Try adding more 
“‘brilliance’’ to a 12-string 
acoustic guitar or a female 
voice, 

(d) Tune your audio sys- 
tem to your listening room. 

When you go shopping, for 
your unit, be particularly 
wary of the so-called pro- 
fessional equipment. The 
only thing professional or 
valuable about it is the 
lettering. 

Watch out for the ‘‘noise’’ 
figures: for example, if a 
device has an S-N ratio of 
85dB and a maximum output 
of +10V, what is the 8SdB 
referred to? You will pro-

Regional cost differences and 
“ability to pay’’ would also 
be taken into account. 

Reaction was negative in 
some instances toward being 
penalized for empty class- 
room space. There was 
cautious support for finan- 
cing on the basis of ‘‘ability 
to pay’’ and strong support 
for funding recognition of 
regional cost differences, 
either by formula recognition 
or full provincial funding of 
approved space. There was 
strong support for a new 
leasing concept for acquisi- 
tion of new space and dis- 
posal of unused space. 

There was some objection 
to the current practice of 
counting science and other 
ancillary rooms as regular 
classroom space for school 
funding, as. well as objection 
to the current practice of 
debenturing. Provincial ‘pay 
as you go policy’’ was viewed 
as providing interest savings 
and a debt-free future. 

‘Decisions concerning ba- 
sic changes in the School 
Building Support Program 
are under consideration,’’ 
the Minister stated. ‘‘We are 
also giving further con- 
sideration to the future of the 
Building Quality Restoration 
Program, since there have 
been numerous requests to 
retain it. In addition, we have 
received requests to expand 
the guidelines to include 
modernization of buildings, 
meeting the demand for 
energy conservation, vand- 
alism prevention and fire 
protection."’

“In general, the Panel is 
satisfied with the Standard, 
but we do feel improvements 
could be made,’’ explains 
Murray Clarke who is retired 
from the B.C. Workers’ 
Compensation Board and 
acted as moderator for the 
meeting. ‘‘We feel there 
should be more flexibility in 
shelf spacing because many 
tall boxes and bottles won't 
fit into today’s cabinets. 
These cabinets should also 
be at least 12 inches deep in 
order to hold large dinner 
plates and items such as 
aluminum foil, so, we re- 
commended that all cabinet 
shelves be adjustable."’ 

The group of consumers 


also discussed the pros and 
cons of cutting boards. Some 
members felt they should be 
built-in, while others thought 
built-in cutting boards could 
accumulate bits of food and 
become unsanitary. 

Since countertops are not 
included in the standard, 
CSA does not test them and 
the panel recommended that 
some sort of notification be 
affixed to cabinets informing 
consumers that the certifi- 
cation does not apply to 
counter tops. 

The Vancouver group ag- 
reed with its sister panel in 
Toronto which also reviewed 
the standard and recomm- 
ended last year that kitchen 
cabinets provide for at least

12. Pray! Pray for yourself 
and the other person(s) 
involved.

MD would send a letter to 
the City of Edmonton re- 
questing that city water be 
supplied to the park. At the 
same time the MD has 
written a letter to the Pro- 
vincial Government asking 
for their assistance in ensur- 
ing a safe and adequate 
water supply for Evergreen 
residents. 

For a short time when 
difficulties were being ex- 
perienced by the owner, Mr. 
Joe Sheckter, with less than 
honest water haulers, the 
park was supplied from a city 
of Edmonton water hydrant. 
This was stopped by the city, 
which has a policy of not 
extending water service to 
any area not annexed to 
Edmonton. The MD has 
previously tried to get 
Edmonton water for indivi- 
duals and business firms in 
the same circumstances, but 
without success. However it 
was felt that 2,000 people in 
one trailer park deserved 
special consideration. 

The water would of course 
be paid for by the users and 
Edmonton has a surplus 
supply of treated water. 
Edmonton is the only muni- 
cipality in the greater Ed- 
monton region which ‘‘man- 
ufactures’’ treated water. 

If a satisfactory agreement 
cannot be reached between 
the MD and the city of 
Edmonton the Department of 
Environment and the Pro- 
vincial Government will be 
asked to intervene on behalf 
of the residents. 

Meanwhile Mr. Sheckter 
has hired a new water hauler 
and the MD office reports 
that there have been no 
recent complaints on the 
Park being left without 
water, the situation which 
prompted a large public 
meeting and subsequent 
petition from Evergreen re- 
sidents, together with their 
appearance before MD 
council,
